While Democracy was

his democratic opponent, by a ma­ 
jority of 876, and one eonuty coun­ 
cilman, Claude L. Sears, who was 
defeated by Luther Sutton in the 
third councilmanic district. 


Xone of the majorities on the re­ 
publican county ticket approximated 
those of 1920 when republicans were 
swept into office in a landslide. 
Dr. John M. Lee, republican can­ 
didate for coroner against George 
Todd, lead the county ticket with a ; 
majority of 1584 and 
Charles 
M. 
Trowbridge, candidate for joint re­ 
presentative from Rush and Henry 
counties, was a clo>e second with a 
majority of 1314 in this county. 


Sidney L. Hunt, candidate for re- 
election as sheriff, was third in point 
of majority with 1226 
and 
Mi-s 
Eleanor B. Sleeth, recorder, was next 
with a lead of 825 over her oppon­ 
ent. The other republican majorities 
ranged on down to 423, which was 
the lead Frank L. Catt, county sur­ 
veyor, had over his democratic op­
